and to defind : For Mos there obs Con” 
ditions, there can be no ſubj<xQiag a Nation 
or any Surrender of Right, as is vainly al- 
ledg'd, they are Contradiftions in the Na- 
ture; England ſubjeQt themſelves to the 
Crown, and yet Exgland is called a free Na- 
tion, and is (0: is on Condition to be 
govern'd ſo and ſo, and the Crown is bound 
by it. Does Exgland ſurrender her Liber- 
ties ? Is ſhe not tenacious of them to the 
laſt 
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laft Degree? How abſurd is this Way of * 


arguing ? 

That a Treaty is no ſufficient Security, I 
have tully anſwer'd, in that it cannot he 
broken by the Parliament, withour difful- 
ving themſelves, and deftroy ing af Stan- 
ner of Right and Regard :o Juſtice in Eg: 
layd, as well as Scotlan. 

As to the Proportion of Members, abort 
which Mr. H—5 is ſo very particular, i: 
may be neceſſary to examine 1 inuie 1nto 
it.
